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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: there is no 
description in the prior art of a first step of depositing a high-k dielectric film under a first 
condition so as to allow a residence time of a metal organic compound to extend to a 
first value; and a second step for further depositing the high-k dielectric film under a 
second condition so as to allow the residence time of the metal organic compound to 
extend to a second value smaller than the first value.
